Academics  compose  the 
core  of  tradition  and  excel¬ 
lence  at  any  school.

When  asking  this  question  you 
get  a  variety  of  answers  from  a 
variety  of  students.  “They  are 
important  to  a  certain  extent. 
However,  they  don’t  show  a  per¬ 
son’s  total  capability,”  says  sen¬ 
ior  Charissa  Arnold.  Charissa, 
among  other  students,  feels  a 
person  should  be  evaluated  not 
only  on  letter  grades,  but  on  their 
overall  personality. 

When  Jennifer  Martychenko 
was  asked  this  she  replied,  "... 
Nothing.  Letter  grades  are  only 
used  to  rate  you  among  other 
students.  They  don’t  show  if 
you’ve  learned  anything.  For  in¬ 
stance,  when  a  student  brown 
noses  or  ‘buys’  their  way  through 
high  school,  they  may  pass  but 
haven’t  learned  a  thing.” 

So  what  do  letter  grades  actu¬ 
ally  mean  to  the  students?  Most 
feel  they  should  be  rated  on  an 
individual  basis  and  not  ranked 
among  other  students.  OK,  stu¬ 
dents,  what’s  your  solution  to 
changing  this  grading  system? 


On  the  other  hand,  teachers 
feel  the  grading  system  is  an 
important  part  of  a  beneficial 
education.  Teachers  explain 
that  letter  grades  show  how 
well  they  relay  different  pieces 
of  information  to  their  stu¬ 
dents.  They  also  provide  a  basis 
for  measuring  their  students 
progress  in  a  class.  Teachers  do 
have  their  own  ways  of  deviat¬ 
ing  from  the  traditional  grad¬ 
ing  scale.  Mr.  Mank,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  grades  on  a  point  sys¬ 
tem  based  on  different  activi¬ 
ties  and  tests.  He  explained  that 
you  can  tell  whether  or  not  stu¬ 
dents  are  learning  by  their 
questions  and  behavior  in  a 
classroom  situation.  Teachers 
in  favor  of  different  ways  and 
methods  in  determining  stu¬ 
dents’  progress  point  out  each 
student  develops  at  a  different 
rate.  A  letter  grade  of  a  C  may 
be  extremely  good  in  one  stu¬ 
dent’s  case  and  be  viewed  as  ex¬ 
tremely  poor  in  another  stu¬ 
dent’s  case.  So  which  way  is 
best?  You  make  the  choice.

any  other  show.  Of  course,  it  s 
required  viewing  in  at  least  4  7 
states,  so  that  may  have  a  little 
something  to  do  with  it.  Chris 
Whittle,  the  creator  of  Channel 
1 ,  sees  it  as  the  best  of  capital¬ 
ism.  The  supporting  advertis¬ 
ers  are  allowed  commercial 
time  to  reach  an  approximate 
7  million  teen  consumers  each 
day.  In  return  for  the  money 
these  ads  bring  Whittle  com¬ 
munication,  the  company  in¬ 
stalls  1  9  inch  TV  sets  in  each 
classroom  of  various  schools 
across  the  country,  free  of 
charge.
